DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-27, drawn to a fixed drill bit, classified in class 175, subclass 
393. 

II. Claim 28, drawn to a method of making a fixed bit, classified in class 76, 
subclass 108.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by another 
process. . 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. During a telephone conversation with Stephen Lewellyn on 12/8/05 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of group I, claims 1-27. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claim 28 is withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as 
being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

7. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

Specification 

8. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the term "are provided" is 
stated in lines 1 and 11. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

9. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited.

Claim Objections 

10. Claims 2, 4-15, 18, 19, 21-27 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: 

Claims 2 and 9 contain capitalized terms throughout the claims, which should be 
lowercased. 

Claims 4-8, 10-15, 18, 19, and 31-27 contain numerals in addition to claim 
numbers, which are confusing. For example, claim 4, line 2, the term "at least 1" should 
be replaced with --at least one-. The only numeral within the body of the claim should 
be the claim number from which the claim depends. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 1 , 3, 1 6, 1 7, and 20 are allowed. 

12. Claims 2, 4-15, 18, 19, 21-27 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
objections, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US 4,293,048 teaches a bit 61 having a portion with tapered 
internal threading 107, nozzles 171, and inserts, but does not teach fixed cutter blades.
